W ashington.—Men close to the ad 
m inistration hint that the president 
w ishes to have his adm inistration go 
down into history as one which ac­ 
complished an actual saving to the 
governm ent of $100,000,000 a year. It 
was the desire of Mr. W ilson's prede­ 
cessor in office th at history should re­ 
cord a saving of this amount to his 
adm inistration, but Mr. Taft did not 
succeed in doing an\ more than build 
lug and starting the machine which 
may turu out this big piece of econ­ 
omy. 
H istorians therefore may give 
Mr. Wilson the credit for accom plish­ 
ment, but give Mr. Taft the credit for 
making accom plishm ent possible, and 
w riters of records may go back fur­ 
th er into history and give Theodor* 
Roosevelt a p art of the initial credit. 
During the last three adm inistra­ 
tions there u ( .e efforts at economy 
Mr. Roosevelt started what w as call­ 
ed tin- Keep commission, which con­ 
cerned itself largely with trying to 
find out where the “leaks of service'’ 
were, and where best stoppers could 
be put In. 
Mr T aft appointed a com 
mission of economy 
and 
efficiency, 
whose work it was, and still is, to 
study tiie whole situation as regards 
expenditures and service in all the 
departm ents, and to 
make 
saving 
recom mendations. 
Mr. Taft sent sev­ 
eral messages to congress accompany 
lng reports of the commission 
Frederick A. 
Cleveland, 
who 
is 
chairm an of the commission on econ­ 
omy and efficiently, is in frequent con­ 
ferences with President Wilson. 
A 
year ago' the Democratic m ajority in 
the house wanted to do away with the 
commission and Its activities, but the 
wiser counsel of the leaders prevailed, 
and the three comm issioners are work 
ing today as hard as they did during 
the previous adm inistration. 
Mr. Wil­ 
son wants to save $100,000,000 a year, 
but it can be set down safely that he 
thinks it is possible this am ount of the 
saving may be doubled. 
Will Cut Revenues. 
The Democratic 
tariff 
bill, 
if it. 
passes congress and is signed by the 
president, in anything like its present 
form, will cut the yearly revenues of 
the governm ent to an am ount very 
nearly equal to that which lias been 
set down as the president’s desire to 
save by economy and efficiency in g o v 
ernm eut. 
The income tax probably 
will more than make good the cut 
caused by the reduction in tariff rates, 
but if $100,000,000 could be saved the 
governm ent couid do away with its 
income taxation, if it chose, and still 
have a yearly income equal to th at of 
the present. 
The economy and efficiency cominis 
siou has survived many a storm, and 
it seems to be in tint condition today, 
and to be in sympathetic communica­ 
tion with the president of the United 
8tates. It is virtually assured that Mr 
Wilson Intends in a message to urge 
the budget system of handling the 
appropriation bills, and likewise 
to 
urge the adoption of a good many of 
the reforms which Mr. Cleveland and 
his associates on the economy 
and 
efficiency commission, Walter W. War­ 
wick and Merritt O Chance, have rec­ 
ommended. 
Some of the plans which 
have been suggested for economy and 
efficiency have ceased to worry any­ 
body. 
The Democrats last year were 
made to believe, or at any rate seem­ 
ingly made to believe, that if the com 
mission’s plans were adopted thou­ 
sands of men and women at work in 
Washington would lose their places, 
that the government service would be 
crippled, and that tnouey could be 
saved only at the expense of 
effl 
dency. 
The governm ent <Jerks h a v e learned 
that the plans of the commission, if 
adopted, will not mean loss of places 
but very likely the creation of more 
places, the salaries of which can be 
paid out of the savings made while 
the governm ent, using the surplus of 
the saving, can extend its beneficent 
operations into a good many fields 
which it has not yet entered 
Take Kindly to Economy Plan 
R epresentatives in congress who be 
lieve in public buildings for the home 
districts and who also think th at river 
and harbor im provem ents are more 
necessary than the people 
generally 
seemingly are willing to adm it, have 
been taking kindly to the plans for 
saving hundreds of millions without 
causing anybody to lose his job, and 
with the seem ing certainty that the 
governm ent’s beneficent functions can 
he extended. 
With $300,000,000 
or 
less 
saved 
every year the men who like “pork 
barrel" legislation think th a t there 
w ,l he less opposition to public build 
mgs and river and harbor 
improve- 
n nts, even those of the not strictly 
necessary kind. 
It makes little dif- 
ierence w hether it^ a a selfish motive 
or not which has brohght the change 
of view in congress. 
It 
will 
lead 
probably, it Is said, to support for 
the plans of the fseonorny and 
effi­ 
ciency commission. 
The governm ent s expenses Increase 
year by year, and it is a natural :n- 
crease in a way, because the needs 
and the num bers of the governed con­ 
tinually increase.
